PARIS, April 9.—A report was received 
this afternoon from Cherbourg that three 
bars of gold were stolen from the strong 
room of the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse on the passage from New York for 
Bremen. The value of the gold is variously 
stated. A story printed here ascribes to the 
agent of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
company a statement that it was worth §$20,- 
000, while the police are credited with valuing 


‘| each bar at $20,000. The theft was discovered 


when the steamer was about twenty-four 
hours distant from the French coast. 

A safe in the strong room was found to 
‘have been forced open and the bars were 


con jewelry and other valuables, was 
not touched. The story adds that the officers 
kept the affair a secret, and did not inter- 
fere with the passengers landing at Cher- 
bourg beyond acquainting the customs of- 
ficials of the theft and requiring them to 
search for the gold, 


Passengers All Searched. 
traveled in the saloon, landed, and there was 


scrutiny to which every one of their packages 
was subjected. The women were particular- 
ly angry, declaring that they could not be

New York, April 9.—[Special.]—The Na- 
tional City Bank shipped $500,000 in gold

The stolen gold was sent to Germany on 
a Berlin Recount: On April 1 President 
James Stiliman, through his usual messen- 
ters, obtained twenty-five gold bars from the 
Assay office, for shipment on the Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse which sai the next day. 
These bars were taken the ship on 
April 1 under a guard, they were packed in 
wooden boxes fitted with grooves, in which 
the bars lay. These boxes are locked and 
are supposed to be inspected occasionally on 
— voyages to see that their contents are 
not disturbed.

All this leads persons who are aware of 
the extraordinary precautions taken on ship- 
board to believe the gold may have been 
stolen from the boxes before they were put 
in the room. 


ANGRY GREEKS ATTACK

Police Rescue Four from Crowd at 247 
West Polk Street and Lock Them Up, 
Charged with False Pretenses. 


| The police last night rescued tour Greeks 
from an angry crowd of their fellow-coun- 
trymen who were threatening them with 
violence.
